Speech of Mr. Johns of Delaware 

HOUSE OP representatives. 

March 20,1^28. 

The Amendmeota proposed by Mh Mal¬ 
lary being under conuderation, 

Mr. JOHNS rose and spoke as follows 

'Mr. Cbaibman: believing that I act in 
•cpoi^ance with the wishes ot my constitu- 
enty, and from a tiucera desire tq promote 
the prosperity of my country, I ask the at: 
tention w the Committee whHeT endeavor, 
ai briefly aa possible, to present the reasons 
which induce me to prefer the proposed 
amendments, and suggest such considera¬ 
tions aa appear calculated to remove the ob- 
' jecUons which some of the professed friends 
of the system have' advanced And relied on 
with much confidence. I 

It must be admitted, we are encircled 
with difficulties of no ordinary character.- 
• The interests involved are gresit, various, 

‘ and conflicting, the prejudices strong, and 

■ deep rooted opposition, domestic and for- 
ei|ni; sod from their coosbined and powerful 
infliaenee, our failure and defeat have been 
anticipate and predicted. 

Bu^ sir, if we are sinoere in advocating 
the system of protectioo, and regard it as 
4he only shield capable of' defending and 
saving the industry and resources of our 
country from ruin, it becomes us to unite 
our efforts, and. In cotafbrmity with the pub¬ 
lic sentiment, adopt and sustain that policy 

■ which will strengthen, support, and increase 
the wealth, power, and independence of the 
nation. 

We have heard the reasons advanced in 
support of the amendments, by the gentle¬ 
man from Vermont, and bis objections to 
the bill reported: we have also had the 
▼lews of the Committee io favor of the meas¬ 
ure they have recommended; and it is our 
duty to decide, exeroising a .proper regard 
to each, and making onr selection with ref¬ 
erence to the ultimate and practical effect.^ 
i The investigation of this subject, accord-, 
ingtb those principles, which, I apprehend 
shonid guide and direct us m the inquiry, 
has fully convinced me, that the object pro¬ 
posed to be attained by the Committee can¬ 
not be accomplished unless we sustoin the 
amendments.

Thus we see, that with respect to the op¬ 
eration of the proposed Bill, on the iiianii 
tacture of coarse woollens, the calculations 
made, exhibit strong and unequal evidence 
against it. We cannot resTst the clear sind 
manifest resnlt, nor deny the fact, that it 
essentially tails to remedy the delects of the 
tariff ofl824. If this be true, will not the 
effect be prejudicial to the manufacturer, 
and oppressive to the consumer, and instead 
of encouraging, will It not inevitably destroy 
domestic competition and supply? 

The difficulty we have encountered arises 
from the attempt to protect two interests 
on the same article; each of which, is cer 
tainly entitled to nur peculiar care and re 
gard. And so far as it is possi'ile to bene 
fit thg-farmer, without endangering and de¬ 
stroying his marXet, I hope and trust it will 
be done. 1 admit the effort has been great 
but unfortunate and injudicious; by attempt 
ing too much, we may, and I feai shall, fal 
entirely. 

The committee cannot feel a deeper in 
terest in agricultore, than I do, nor derive 
greater satisfaction from extending to the 
farmer every advantage that wonld be pro 
duettve of real and substantial benefit. But 
while influenced by the clear and certain 
consequences which must result from the 
practical effect of the Bill, as reported, 
would caution the professed friends to be 
ware, lest in bestowing favors oot solicited 
they occasion ruin. ' 

The. system of protection maybe involved 
in difficulty, but under the influence 
avowed friends, that ought to be obviated.— 
IF we really and sincerely agree upon the 
important principle, and are willing to de 
fend them from foreign influence the Indus 
try and resources ot our country, can we 
not reconcile our different views and effect 
the object? Shall we disregard the united 
voice of our constituents? They do not dif¬ 
fer Has the farmer requested what we 
now attempt to offer? Has not the voice of 
the country, so far as we have heard it, neg 
atived and rejected the boon wc proffer?— 
Let US' not force upon our citizens what 
not desireci; when by the attempt we en 
danger the object they ask with such strong 
solicitodc. 

For what are we eootending? The coarse 
wool, ot tHo <|oi>Uty.-<i«ugMd to^ _bc exchid 
ed, by imposing the specific duty, cannot 
come in competition with the domestic. In 
this position, the Committee are not sup 
ported by the testimony; nor does the evi¬ 
dence sanction the duty of seven cents, 
which they proposed. Is not this attempt¬ 
ing to remedy an evil which does not and 
cannot exist? 'Will not the effect be ruinous 
to the manufacturer, and from our inability 
to snpply the same material, must it not 
produce an irreparable iojary? Wliy insist 
on this as essential, when the wool grower 
does not wish it, and dreads its influence? 

In opposition to thjs poUcy, considered of| 
so much importance uy some gentleman. I 
would direct the attention of the Committed 
to the remarks of the honorable member 
from Pennsylvania, with regard to that of 
England. In tbat country, which bus bero 
justly celebrated exceeding all others I'm 
maoufactures, until the year 1819 we aia- 
cover only a nominal duty of one cent per 
pound. What has been the consequence?— 
Has not the success of the manufacturer isf- 
forded a market, and the intcre^ of the 
wool grower been promoted? • 

It may be expedient for ua to adopt a dif¬ 
ferent ^licy, but certainly not to the ex¬ 
tent propoaed. I cannot underatand the ne- 
ceaaity of excluding siich wool aa we import 
from Smyrna and Buenos Avrea. Ita pro 
duction, it practicable, would not afford a 
profit to the farmer. If we deprive the 
manufacturer of this description of coarse 
wool, unless he is fully protected against the 
importaUon of the foreign iabric, made of 
the same material, at Its lowest cost, what 
oecomrs of yoor markvt? If it cannot be 
used, the wool grower will be deprived of 
all the benefit you intend to confer upon him. 

Our true policy is to encourage that kind 
of wool which has. the moat value, and af¬ 
fords a profit. This the farmers fully un¬ 
derstand; and, regarding their true interest 
have improved their flocks. When we view 
this subject in its proper light, may it not 
with truth be asserted, wc di^|^ about tri¬ 
fles; and sacrifice the aubstancfiln'grasping 
at a shadow? ' ' > 

I dannot agree with the gentleman from 
Pennsylvania, in this method of determining 
the relative amount of protection. 'Fhe 
course he has adopted is certainly novel, and 
appears to be delusive. He has stated the 
Aggregate amount of wool imported during 
the last year, and also that of woolleni, and 
calculated the amount of duties paid on the 
reipective quantities, under the tariff of 


1824; iuttiaed asitniiat amount for the pre-*} 
sent year^jind cstimktillg the aggregate a-** 
mount of .liHties it wehtd accriie by the pro¬ 
posed bili^m the relative excess he drier- 
mined the'jdegree and extent. of protection 
afforded tp^'the farmera and manufacturers. 

If this proves any thing; it is certainly this i 
—the gteator the importation, the greater j 
is yolir >ptQtect{ao. , I cannot subscribe to 
the accuracy, of sUeh a system, but prefer 
the plaia siffiple statement which a- 
dapts itseNto the mind of every man. This 
aggregai^ calduiatibn is unfortunate in its 
appliestibuy.’ SHould he make a similar cal* 
culatioD ia.':^aS9. a small amount of wool be¬ 
ing imported, and'a large quantity of wool¬ 
lens, he would conelUde the manufacturer 
derived greati^'protection. And such no 
doabt, wi|\ bq.the. operation, if we pass the 
bill as reported- I would rely with more 
confidence on tue statement exhibited and 
laid on ourtablfes, which presents the sub- 
,ect in its true light. Its practical effects has 
been fully examined by tbe gentlem'aii from 
New-York, with peculiar force andstruth, 
and in a manner that must cariry conviction 
to the UDderstanding of every farmer and 
wool grower in the country. > 

A few remarks as to the one dollar min¬ 
imum.' This, as it appears to me, opens the 
door *0 much fraud; and most defeat the 
whole'system. Minimums are adopted for 
a doukle purpos'e, as a mode of securing the 
duty and with a view to protect the home 
marktt; heneq it is essential they should be 
fixed at proper distances^ or the foreign ar¬ 
ticle will be aitrodoced. and the zfrect con¬ 
templated by your tariff utterly fail. May 
we not apprehend, such will be the conse¬ 
quence of the one dollar minimum? Is it 
not expected by all who have examined the 
subject? Do not all agree that .if the mini 
mums are'itoo cloie to each other, as is the 
fact, with ‘irespec/ to the fifty cents and one 
dollar by tjie bill reported, they will not af¬ 
ford protection, since even tbe best judges 
of cloths ca mot determine the actual cost, 
within fiftee i or twenty-five per cent. Thus 
the foreign i -ticle costing between fifty and 
sixty-five ce ts may be invoiced at fifty, and 
those costfn from one dollar to one dollar 
and thirty c nts, may be invoiced at ene dol 
lar, and esc pe the strictest scrutiny; such 
is the opinic i of men well acquainted with 
the subject, and we have no reason to doubt 
its accuracyl ^ 

In adoptint this system of protection, we 
must receive it upon its true principles. Its 
effest, when iroperly applied, secures the 
home markeqai\d fully protects the domes¬ 
tic manufactorert not from the influence of 
competltiofij biit'k foreign rival. It never 
has been saifctltkied for purposes of revenue 
—such a resulti from the importation of the 
articles on wbivl| the duty is imposed, would 
defeat its objecU Hence it is always im 
portant to asceitain the ability to supply 
the article belori we attempt its protection, 
and the duty Shcald gradually increase un¬ 
til the resources bf the country it may be 
inferred the domestic manufacture will 
equal the demanl.. The duty imposed 
designed lor prot«tion, and nothing else.— 

I would not advocate the system for the 
enriching the Trelsury except in the man¬ 
ner it invariably hks prcxluccd such an ef¬ 
fect bv increasing me wealth of the people, 
and affording the means of consuming and 
using a greater varnty and amount of other 
articles, tbat may bi imported. 

We admit, the ulumate effect of protec¬ 
tion is exclusion, butpot to the injury of tbe 
oitisens. They derive 'much advantage 
from the pro^ctvon If the article at home— 
competition spon refulates the price—the 
supply is cerjain,—Uid the consumers, se 
Cure from tie flucwatlons of the foreign, 
derive equal ^nefivfrom the salutary iuflu- 
ence of the dfmesta market. 

Are we to be tcid this is monopoly—op 
pressive to the peur, and ruinous in its con 
sequences?' I canlot comprehend; nor can' 
not properly attam to the system of pro¬ 
tection, as regub^ by the imposition of 
proper dnties. 'toe idea of monopoly, as 
applied toa natioi such as this, is indefinite; 
it is true sdch ai thing may exist, arising 
from the naturdVadvantagea of soil and cli¬ 
mate, from whicp important benefits are of¬ 
ten deriv,ed. . ■ 

The duty preonsedby the amendments is 
not intended to prohibit tbe ihiportation of 
the foreign; raatjafacture, and leave us ex¬ 
clusively dependent on the domestic; such 
, is not the design. The distinction between 
prote<:tlon and prohibition, is easily under 
stood. An example of the matter Is exhib¬ 
ited in tie coro'law of England, and the dis- 
advantsKs of tke same are fully illustrated 
and explained m a report of a committee 
made ki the House of Commons in the yekr 
1821. In this report the system of protec¬ 
tion to the home market, by the imposition 
of a proper duty, is strongly recommended 
as 8 substitute for that of prohibition. Wc 
do not undertake nor wish to grant the do¬ 
mestic manufacturer exclusive possession, 
but design to secure to our own citizens 
certain advantages, and trust to their indus¬ 
try, skill and eriterprize, to exclude the for¬ 
eigner and occopy that which their station 
entitles them- to enjoy. 

This systemj.uf protection has become the 
policy of all ot^er nations, and why should 
wc re^ct it? Has not England by legisla¬ 
tion afforded, important advantages to her 
manufacturer and shall wr neglect and leave 
ours to contend Od equal terms? To what 
qause, except that of protection, can we at¬ 
tribute the; abundance, excellence, and 
cheapness of British manufactures? Sup- 
I lying her own consumption.. does she not 
I ith her 'suf'plus reap a rich harvest from 
abor nations? Let us profit by the exam¬ 
ple, and appreciate the value of that policy 
which has so remarkably sustained her 
crcl^it, and increased her strength.and pow- 

' Tke manufacturing establishments, em- 
braciltg a large and considerable amount of 
AmcriiMn capital, demand and are entitled 
to bur peculiar care and attention. Is it 
consistent with the doty we owe our fellow 
c}thien8,/to deny the protection thdy have 
askad? i Are wp yvilUng to incur the respon- 
albUUy of a retasi^l,Caiyd|ai ■ consent to of¬ 
fer thy industry and-tek^es of our coun¬ 
try, a voluntary sarilfiw^^d'the altar of a 
forei^ rival? Doer A[djl~the policy of all 
Europe, ibdlcatt.chatlV'hioh'it becomes us 
to adopt essent al to. our own defence and 
preservationf Can we be persuaded to 
piece any conft 4nce in the deluaive decla¬ 
rations of Ettgti iid; dr hate faith in that pro¬

Regarding her ayttein of legislation in Its 
influence on usi dote It awaken no national 
feeling? Are we prepared to discard the 
American system and.yield in quiet submis¬ 
sion to a foreign? Consign to ruin and de¬ 
struction the only sure foundation of our na¬ 


tional independence: impirt additional ’^v'id 
he'to foreign labors’> and unihindful of the 
past, "Prepare for the jTqture sufferiog and 
dependence? Thevedee of people, clear¬ 
ly and distinctly ‘expressed, commands us to 
regatil, sustain, and protect tbe best inter¬ 
ests of our country; and to preserve the 
prosperity of the Union, by extending over 
the industry, capital, and enterprise of our 
fellow citizens, the shield of national legisla¬ 
tion, the only sure defence against foreign 
oppression. Conriderhig such will be the 
effixt of the proposed amendments, which 
come'recommended, and tested by public 
sentiment, clearly and fully expressed iq 
their favor, I therefoi^ derive much satis¬ 
faction from giving to't|ieniy my aid and sup¬ 
port;-under a decided conviction, that in so 
doing, I discharge, according tqthe best of 
my-judgment, the duty I owe to my coostitr 
uents, and act with an eye single to tbe 
prosperity and permanent welfare of our 
highly favored country.

Yon have just been favored with an ad¬ 
dress, If) the nature of a preamble and sun¬ 
dry resolutions from the friends of General 
lackson, who were assembled at George¬ 
town on the 15th ult. 

Tbat we may properly estimate tbat pro¬ 
duction, it wlil.be necessary, first, that we 
discover its author; and then we will take 
up and examine in detail, the numerous 
false dicta and erroneous principles there¬ 
in set forth. 

And whilst we shall endeavor to be re- 
specttul towards those whom we shall no¬ 
tice, we promise you, that a due regard to 
truth, and your real interests, will compel 
us to handle those gentlemen with gloves, 
without mittens on our part. 

To complete our present design,’will oc 
cupy some time; we wHt endeavor however, 
not to be tedious, and tu afford you as well 
as ourselves some relief, our remarks will 
be broken into numbers: and we beg of you, 
fellow-citizens, to tollow us through them 
all—for they will be intended solely for your 
benefit, and may contain some hits as well 
as hints, well enough to be known. 

Pirst _We will inquire who is the author 

of the address and resolutions which have 
been published by order of the Jackson 
meeting. 

It will be recollected that the committee 
appointed by that meeting to draft those 
resolutions, consisted of-Messrs. E. D. Cul¬ 
len, J. Stockley and Caleb Ross. Withoul 
intending any disrespect to either of those 
gentlemen, we assume it as a fact that nei¬ 
ther of them can claim the honour of that 
perfonnance. Indeed we readily believe 
that they will assume to themselves nothing 
of a scientiEc or literary oature but wbat 
they are fairly and legally entitled to. 

The address itself will furnish us with 
the best evidence of its authorship: it bears 
upon its face strong pi-oofs of foreign growth 
—the most- satisfactory internal evidence, 
that it is an imfiorfed article. 

Had the address been penned by a citizen 
of this county, it would doubtless, have been 
in'the same spirit, and in strict accordance 
with those principles which were avowed, 
aad with the policy which was practised by 
the Jackson party here last fall. This hav¬

Further, the argument (if indeed, it de¬ 
serves the. name) in relation to the elective 
\franchiMe, and the very logical deductions 
therefrom, are comparatively new in this 
county; and are, so far aa they relate to cao- 
inet succession, in contradictioa to what has 
been the practical doctrine of two leading 
Jackson men of this county. We all recol¬ 
lect that in the fall of 1824, John Quincy 
Adams, the then Secretory of State under 
Mr. Monroe, received the undivided sup¬ 
port, as far as one vote, ot the whole Sussex 
delegation—this idea therefore never could 
have originated here; it would have been 
inconsistent with former practice, and with 
principles formerly avowed. This then 
goes to she w that that address is not the 
production of Sussex. 

Another striking and convincing proof of 
the source whence that address emanated, 
is to be gathered from the gross and ungen- 
tlemanly attack which it makes upon the 
excellent and worthy Executive ot this 
State, where'm he is openly charged with 
corruption, and of bestowing important offi¬ 
ces upon ignorant and unqualified persons, 
for the mere purpose of strengthening a par¬ 
ty. It will, be recollected tbat a torrent of 
abuse has been rushing from the county of 
Newcastle, and from thence atone, upon the 
Governor and his Secretary. This doubt¬ 
less, has been induced from the hostility of 
a few men of that county to John M. Clay¬ 
ton, which had its origin in envy of his tal¬ 
ents, and in the fear that be may one day 
pluck some of the laurel from their crowas. 
Sussex finds no fault either with the Gov¬ 
ernor, or John M. Clayton—they are both 
cherished and beloved sons, whom she will 
ever feel proud to own and honor. This at¬ 
tack contained in the Jackson address, upon 
our worthy Executive and his able Secreta¬ 
ry, never could have been made by a citizen 
of Sussex—their friend and brother. 'I'hat 
address then is tbe production of a citizen of 
Newcastle county. 

But there is one sentence contained in 
that address, in the nature ot a charge upon 
the Governer, in relation to the Judgeship, 
which goes to shew very clearly that we are 
correct In uur supposition; it is this-"Even 
judicial appointments have been conferred 
as the reward ot pqiitical support, not mere¬ 
ly on incapacity and ignorance, but where 
avowed scruples, would interfere with the 
performance of the duty of a judge.”

The a'ppolDtcAeiit of judge Rowland baa 
alwayabeen a grievous effieoce to a few mea 
ia Newcastle coiinty—hot' that it was unne¬ 
cessary or injudicious, because the appoint- 
sn'ent of a fourth Ju'd^e .bad been solemnly 
recbaiiiieoded'by <the Attorney Generu, 
but bccauee 'Mr. Rowland was not the choico 
of a few dictatorial demagogues, whose am¬ 
bition aspires to the uncontrouled govern¬ 
ment of this State. 

'We assume it therefore as proved, that 
the-aaid Jackson address and resolutions 
have- for their author, a Newcastle man: 
and Who isbo? -Why, we also assume it as 
an undeniable {aetWptoved from a consider¬ 
ation of the foregoiag, ftom the extreme 
sensibility which he has always betrayed in 
relation to judge Rowland’s appointment^ 
and from his having been in attendance at 
Geoi^town on ibe day of tbe Jackson, 
meeting—and one of their prime leaders— 
that it was panies Rogers, esquire, to whom 
in future we shall be happy to pay our com¬ 
pliments.

live through life with a monster, whose heart 
is filled with bitterness, whose lips with cursing 
—with a wretch, aunk below the bnite creation

We cannot but express our surprise, therefore, 
assimilated as Is domestic enjoyment. with a 
temperate household, that appeals to the females 
of our country, soliciting their co,operation in 
the work of reform, are so unfrequent. We know, 
indeed, that they have not been entirely forgot¬ 
ten—they have occasionally occupied a place in 
the various essays and addresses which have 
been published upon the subject of intemper¬ 
ance; but in view of what they are capable of 
accomplishing, and of their immense influence 
over the habits of men, they have not received 
a due share of attention. 

A full and proper exercise of their power is 
desirable, as well to promote their dearest inter¬ 
ests as the welfare of others. There may be 
found, even in their own circles, much room for 
improvement in the use of atlmulating drink; 
and a tippling woman, of all spectacles in the 
world, is the most abhorent. But we waive the 
occasional appc.trancc of this vice among the de¬ 
graded of their number^ to impress upon them, 
as a beautiful body, the proximity which exists 
between its declension and their fUture welfare. 
The stigma of drunkenness has never been fas¬ 
tened upon their general cliaracter; yet, is it not 
to be apprehended, that, by perpetuating the 
custom of presenting refreshments to visiters in 
the most captivating forms, they are doing more 
to uphold the cause of intemperance than its 
openly avowed votaries’ They have erred, and 
still continue to err, in esteeming this an act of 
friendship and hospitality. It forms no part of 
gentility, though it is considered a badge of gen¬ 
tility. It creates no virtuous esteem, though 
many imagine it will purchase ‘golden opinions’ 
of one’s own politeness. It argues nothing of 
wealth, because cordials and spirits are cheaper 
tiuii bread-stufl'.

riie combat began It was not on this day the 
humor of the audience to'spare the unsuccessful, 
and the arena was speedily choaked with 
blood. Airangementa had been privately made 
that the glPdiatnrs, victorloas in their respective 
divisions, should be matched against each other, 
and that the conquerors in this trial should be 
again divided and opposed, until at last the 
struggle for pre-eminence terminated in a single 
combat.

Leaning against pillars on the opposite 
siuea 61 ine orotE, with their heads averted 
from the multitude and each other, they sub. 
mitted to the ablution olfered by the attendants, 
and moved at the signal with steps slow but firm, 
to the centre of the amphitheatre. As the Rcti- 
arius prepared to cast his net, the eye of his an 
(agonist fastened full upon him. An exclama¬ 
tion in a tongue unknown to Romans, burst 
from both. The exiled chiefs of Britain knew, 
for the first time, that they liad suffered the 
same captivity, and survived the same strife; ami 
now the death of one or both was to seal tliat 
recognition. 

They looked on the multitude, and then again 
exchanged glances; those Island warriors who, 
enemies from their youlli, were brought by des¬ 
tiny to wash away the remembrance of mutual 
wrongs; for the sport oftbeir iiaugiity cap'.ors.— 
Amidst the swell of Italian voices, ihe echo of 
their own hung upon their memories, and the 
burning liateof years expired in the tliougbts of 
Britain, of their wivesl and their children—the 
place they once held among their people, and 
their present degradation, i'beir features inter- 
preted their feeling—neither spoke a word, nor 
moved a limb.

TURKISH JUSTICE. 

In tho “Establishment of the Turks in Europe, 
an Historical Discourac,’’ lately published by 
Murray, the celerity of the Turkish mode of ad¬ 
ministering justice is thus described;— 

“The chief of the puhoc, at Constantinople 
and other great towns, goes round in the day¬ 
time and at night, and immediately executes the 
aentence he gives. If a baker is found selling 
his bread by a light weight, he is hanged.before 
hia door; if any one is apprehended on a spot 
where a disturbance takes place, he is instantly 
despatched. No mutter if the apprentice, who 
knew nothing of the fraud, is banged instead of 
the baker; no matter if a spectator loses his life 
instead of the actual rioter; the purpose is to 
create terror to the guilty even by shedding the 
blood of the innocent, and the crime is punished 
when the criminal escapes. Inferior punishments 
are ordered and regulated by the same arbitrary 
caprice. If the otticer does not think the of¬ 
fence worthy of death, he orders the bastinado 
to be applied, and sits smoking his pipe till it ap¬ 
pears to him the culprit has been tortured suffi¬ 
ciently, and he is pleased to pronounce the mer¬ 
ciful word ‘enough.’ 

“It nut unfrequently happens that the celerity 
of Turkish justice is purposely displayed to awe 
the minds of foreigners. A Russian Minister had 
complained to the Vizier of an outrage that had 
been committed on a person entitled to his 
protection. The Vizier made an horizontal mo¬ 
tion with his hand to some of his attendants, and 
before the conference was over, seven heads 
were rolled on the flour before the face of the 
Russian An English .tmbawador, on another 
occasion, tvas also a witness of this fatal motion 
of the hand, in a conference he had with the 
Vizier; when he rose up to go away, he saw 
several heads newly put up at the gates of the 
palace.’’

1 ’hat the pain ia occasioned 
by the poison is evident from the foci that the -< 
wound is slight from the sting of a bee exhaust¬ 
ed of its pntson, while the smallest portion of 
tliis fluid introduced with the point of a pin pro¬ 
duces sccute pain. It has, when applied to tho 
tongue, a sweetish taste at first, but soon be¬ 
comes burning and acrid, and continues so for 
several hours. 

It has long been ascertained, that (hr welfare 
of the queen is indispensable to the welfare of 
the hive, and that no more than one of these ia 
suffered to remain for any considerable length 
of time, in the same community. As soon, there¬ 
fore, as a young one appears, she is pei-secutcd 
by her parent, until she either falls a victim to 
her malignity or collects round her a party and 
marches off —The latter she readily achieves 
if the population has become so cruuded as to 
throw many of the industrious port out of em¬ 
ploy. Accordingly, as soon as the young queen 
IS able to walk, she begins her cry, which may 
be distinctly heard at the distance of six or eight 
yards. She visits different parts of the hive, 
fastens her feet to the combs, and with vlaible 
exertion forces cut a sound, which appears to 
be the signal of removing; for the first clear da^ 
after it is given, the young swarm issues, if their 
queen elect is not previously destroyed. It fre¬ 
quently happens that two, and sometimes three 
rival queens, of the same age, assume the reins 
of government, but the right to tbe throne is al¬ 
ways settled by single combat between the 
queens, and terminates in the destruction of all 
but one; the common people always manifesting 
on these occasions, too much good sense, to en¬ 
gage in the broil of princes and strife ambi¬ 
tion. Furnished us they are, with such deadly 
weapons, and with such dexterity in using them, 
one would suppose that those feuds would some¬ 
times terminate in the death of both parties^ 
wliidi would be attended with the most serious 
consequences to the colony; but here nature has 
imposed a law to regulate those contests which 
does not exist among the operatives or lower 
classes, whose lives are, comparatively, of little 
consequence, and who fri quently full victims to 
wounds mutually inflicted. This fact is suppor¬ 
ted by (he authority of M. Huber, an intelligent 
naturalist, wlio gives an interesting account of 
their combats; part of which we will extract. 
This author tells us, that in one of his hives, con¬ 
structed for observation, two young queens left 
their cells, almost at the same moment. 'When 
they observed each other, they rushed together 
apparently with great fury, and came into such 
a position, that their antenx were mutually aiez- 
cJ by their fangs, the head, the breast and 
belly of (he one, were opposed to the same part* 
of llie other; their borlies had only to be cupvtd, , 
that (hey might be reciprocally pierced with 
their stings and both fall dead toother.. When 
they found themselves in this position, tbey sep. 
iirated witli the utmost precipitation and fled- 
A few minutes after, however, their itiututl ter¬ 
ror ceased, and they again sought each other. 
Immediately on coming in sight, they again ritah- 
ud together and i esumed their former position.

BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH 

or 

HENRY OLAY. 

! This eminent statesman is a native oftheeaiimj 
ty of Hanover, in 'Virginia. Hit father. John 
I Clay, was an eloquent and pious divine, of the 
Baptist persuasion. Henry, hia secondaon, waa 
born In April, I^A »nd wiw still very yoiing, j 
when the good clergyman diedi leaving hb fam¬ 
ily in rather circumscribed circumstances. Hit 
f motiter, therefore, could not afford to expend 
much on the education of her children: To ear¬ 
ly ttiitibn' in the schools, Henry Is, tn conse¬ 
quence, but little indebted. It is not to be sup¬ 
posed, however, but that a mind constituted like 
young Clay’s, embraced every opportunity that 
offered, for the' attainment of knowledge! and 
that although fee discipline of. regiW achqiaa. 
tie education was not to be obtainetl, the wont 
ofit must have been amply atoned-for, by the 
energy of voluntary application to the. most use¬ 
ful branches of study. 

At a very early age, we Indeed find that Mr. 
Clay was qualified to perform the duties of a 
clerk in the Chancery office at Richmond. It 
was there that lie attracted the attention of that 
eminent and benevolent lawyer,- Cliancellor. 
Wythe, one of fee signers of the Declaration 
of Independence. This venerable patriot no 
sooner perceived the fine genius and agreeable 
manners of young Clay, tlioa he became his pat 
ran and instructor. With him, the poor orphan, 
who possessed no reenmmendatinn from either 
frienda or fortune, finuul an asylum a»dahorae. 
Under the auspices of this kind benefactor, Mr. 
Cby SDori acquired a pr^ciency in the bw« and 
in the Autumn of 179r,-he removed to Lexing¬ 
ton, in Kentucky, where he engaged in the prae- 
tice of bit profession with su^ suoci-ts, that he 
waa the next year induced to marry, and receiv. 
ed fee hand of a daughter of Col. Hart, wlio had 
emigrated from near Hagerstown in Maryland.— 
His domestic attachments, however, did not in 
the least wesken either , his strong sente of duty 
to his country, or that ardent love of liberty for 
which he has since been so distinguished( lW in 
the same year that he married, he commenced 
that political career which he has ever since so 
unremittingly pursued, and which haa conferred 
auoh aignal benefita noon hb country. 

It was in that year (ITVS) that fee memorable 
alien and aeditlon laws bccaiqe the tuhiect of ao 
.much contention throughout the Unioni and in 
none of fee Statea was the disnulation more 
wanniy maintained than in Kentucky.
